Voters say ‘yes’ to hiking 
minimum wage, pot issue

Illinois voters supported raising the minimum 
wage to $io an hour and having health insurance 
plans include prescription birth control as part of 
their coverage. Chicago voters favored giving lo- 
cal government a role on where medical marijuana 
dispensaries and cultivation centers can be located. 

But those referendums were only advisory, in- 
dicating voter support or opposition but having 
no power of the law So what happens now? 

“When the public support is strong enough, 
usually the legislation will go ahead and pass,” said 
Dick Simpson, political science professor at UIC 
and former alderman. 

Unofficial election results posted by the Chi- 
cago Tribune showed 66.4 percent of voters state- 
wide supported raising the Illinois minimum wage 
from $8.25 to $10, while 33.6 percent voted no. 
In Chicago, voters sent a stronger message with 
87.8 percent supporting a boost, according to re- 
sults posted by the Chicago Board of Elections. 

It was a big issue for both candidates for gov- 
ernor and the subject of numerous political ads. 

Simpson expects state legislators to pursue 
increasing the minimum wage during the post- 
election lame-duck session when Democrats still 
have control over both the General Assembly and 
governorship before the newly elected get sworn 
into office. 


“Minimum wage has enough support, I think it 
will go ahead and pass,” Simpson said. 

However, Simpson was unsure whether 
the state legislature would want to change 
the medical marijuana law. 

The issue of local oversight of medical 
marijuana dispensaries was supported by 
74.4 percent of Chicago voters. 

The state accepted applications last month 
to award 60 dispensary licenses under its 
four-year pilot program to allow the legal use 
of medical marijuana. State law prohibits dis- 
pensaries from operating within 1,000 feet of a 
school or day care center. 

An ordinance passed this summer by the City 
Council required dispensary applicants to get a 
special use permit approved by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. The special use permit requires a pub- 
lic hearing. 

‘Aldermen are anxious to pass something that 
would keep marijuana dispensaries 
out of their communities,” Simpson ^ 
said. 

Also, state voters — 65.9 percent— in- 
dicated they wanted insurance plans in Illi- 
nois that provide prescription drug coverage to 
include prescription birth control. Birth control 
insurance coverage is already state law The U.S. 
Supreme Court over the summer ruled on a case 
that some employers don’t have to provide contra- 
ceptives coverage based on the religious beliefs.

Quinn concedes, Rauner ready to take office

Democratic Gov Pat Quinn conceded Wednesday 
afternoon to Republican challenger Bruce Rauner, 
a day after the most expensive and bitter contest 
for chief executive in Illinois history 

“It’s clear that we do not have enough votes to 
win the election,” Quinn said. 

The governor pledged to work with Rauner on a 


transition and said he would spend his remaining two 
months in office pushing to raise the minimum wage, 
which he made a central theme of his campaign. 

“I thank Gov Quinn for his many years of ser- 
vice to Illinois and appreciate his commitment to 
making this a smooth transition,” Rauner said in 
the statement. 

Quinn had refused to concede even as Rauner 


claimed victory Tuesday evening, with the Demo- 
crat saying he would not “throw in the towel” while 
there were still votes to be counted. 

With counting of mailed-in and military ballots an 
ongoing process, the Wedensday afternoon tally from 
The Associated Press showed that with 99.5 percent 
of precincts reporting, Rauner held a 172,606 vote ad- 
vantage, or a lead of 51 percent to 46 percent.

The CTA has not “sufficiently justified” 
the need for a controversial $320 million 
flyover near the Belmont station to reduce 
train traffic at the busy stop, Chicago vot- 
ers decided Tuesday at the ballot box. The 
planned flyover would reconfigure the 
tracks so Brown Line trains would use an 
elevated ramp over tracks used by Red and 
Purple Line trains near the Belmont stop. 

The question about whether the transit 
agency has justified the need for the ele- 
vated bypass was on the ballot for voters at 
three Lakeview-area precincts in the 44th 
Ward. About 72 percent, or 583 voters, said 
the transit agency hadn’t justified the need 
for the project, while 28 percent, or 224 
voters, said CTA has justified the need. 

Transit agency officials say the elevated 
bypass is needed to improve rider wait 
times at the stop. The flyover also would 
clear the way for the CTA to increase the 
number of trains running on the Red Line, 
which has seen an increase in riders. 

Opponents say the proposed flyover, 
which would be 40-45 feet tall at its high- 
est point, would be an eyesore for the 
neighborhood. Also, 16 nearby buildings, 
including popular bars Johnny O ’Hagan’s 
Irish Pub & Restaurant and Beggars Pizza 
and Beer, wotxld be torn down to make 


way for the flyover.

The aquarium is in the process of picking sev- 
eral possible names, publicist Nicole Minadeo 
told RedEye in an email. 

“Shedd has a history of naming the animals 
we help rescue affiliated with the locations of 
which they were found,” she said, adding that 
later this month members of the aquarium and 
the public will have a chance to vote on a name. 

Karl Meyer, an animal care coordinator for 
the Sea Otter Program, said the pup weighed 
I kilogram when she arrived at the aquarium in 
California, which is seriously underweight for a 


newborn. He said the pup’s mother had aban- 
doned her for at least 16 hours. 

“This meant it was critical that we begin to 
get calories into her as quickly as possible,” 
Meyer said in a media release. 

After four weeks of intensive care and sta- 
bilization in the Sea Otter Program, Monterey 
Bay Aquarium reached out to aquariums across 
the country seeking a facility that could provide 
round-the-clock care for the pup. 

Shedd volunteered, and last week it brought 
in the 5-week-old. The aquarium said she arrived 
weighing just less than 6 pounds and at a length 
of 22.6 inches. 

Tim Binder, the aquarium’s vice president of 
animal collections, said a team of animal care 
experts watches the pup 24 hours a day to make 
sure she eats, grooms and sleeps.

“It truly takes a village to rehabilitate a young 
sea otter,” Binder said. “Our animal care team is 
teaching the pup how to be an otter.” 

The pup swims in her own pool, splashing 
with long strands of felt normally used in car- 
washes that are intended to replicate kelp. She 
also chews on plastic key rings and other toys 
because she is teething, her trainers said. 

The pup’s caretakers said she is learning to 
feed and bathe herself She currently takes in 
a diet of instant formula in a bottle and sliced 
clam pieces. 

The pup will stay at Shedd indefinitely and 
eventually will join four other otters in the Re- 
genstein Sea Otter habitat. 




Facts you 
otter know 

With Pup 681 moving into 
Shedd Aquarium, the facility is 
home to five sea otters. Here 
are some things you might not 
know about otters, via Shedd’s 
experts. 

» Sea otters are one of only a 
few mammals that use tools. A 
sea otter will float on its back 
and use a rock to bust open a 
clam or mussel. 

» They’re the furriest. No, re- 
ally, with one million hairs per 
square inch on their bodies, 
they have the thickest fur in the 
animal kingdom. 

» Otters need to eat 25 percent 
of their own body weight in a 
day to satisfy their high me- 
tabolism. That’s more than 25 
one-pound burgers for most of 
us humans. 

» When otters sleep, they hold 
hands with other otters to keep 
from floating away. 

» Otters use the loose skin 
around their armpits as a pock- 
et for food or rocks. 

»The heaviest sea otter at the 
Shedd is 80 pounds, but it is 
possible for them to grow to as 
many as 90 pounds. 

» There were 2,944 southern 
sea otters like Pup 681 counted 
by the U.S. Geological Survey 
in 2014. That’s an uptick from 
2,939 in 2013, but still not 
enough to remove them from 
the “threatened” species list. 

» Sea otters like Pup 681 aren’t 
indigenous to Illinois. However, 
the state does have river otters 
and a study by Southern Illinois 
University shows that 30,000 
otters could populate Illinois 
waters by the end of this year.

Seven homicides were reported 
in Chicago in the past week, 
with two of the killings occur- 
ring in the Austin community 
area on the West Side, a RedEye analysis of [/ 
preliminary police data found. 

On Friday, a 41-year-old man was shot to 
death in 5200 block of West Madison Street, 
police said. Two days 
earlier, a 41-year- 


old man was fatally 
shot in the first 
block of North Lo- 
re! Avenue, accord- 
ing to officials. 

Austin, which 
counted 98,500 res- 
idents in the 2010 
Census, has report- 
ed 30 homicides so far this year, according 
to RedEye data. 

Austin—which is loosely bounded by Mil- 
waukee DistrictAJChst Line tracks to the 
north, Roosevelt Road to the south, Kenton 
Avenue to the east and Austin Boulevard to 
the west— recorded 31 homicides last year, 
down from 37 killings in 2012, a RedEye 
analysis found. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the past week in Englewood, Humboldt 
Park, West Englewood and West Garfield 
Park, according to RedEye data. 

Meanwhile, a 50 -year-old man was 
stabbed to death Monday in the 3000 block 
of East Cheltenham Place in South Shore, 
officials said. 

October ended last week with 34 report- 
ed homicides, up from 32 killings in October 
2013, based on police information. 

Five homicides have been reported so 
far this month. Twenty-eight killings were 
recorded in November 2013, according to a 
RedEye analysis.

Oregon, Alaska, D.C. 
vote to legalize weed 


Residents of Oregon, Alaska, and the 
U.S. capital voted to legalize marijuana 
Tuesda}^ in key victories that could fuel 
the legalization movement as cannabis 
usage is increasingly recognized by the 
American mainstream. 

The Oregon and Alaska measures 
would legalize recreational pot use and 
usher in retail pot shops similar to those 
operating in Washington state and Colo- 
rado, which in 2012 voted to become the 
first states to allow marijuana use for fun. 

Washington voters passed the less 
far-reaching Initiative 71, 65 percent to 
28 percent, that allows marijuana posses- 
sion but not retail sales. 

The referendums come amid shifts in 
American opinions on marijuana in re- 
cent years that have energized efforts to 
legalize cannabis, a drug that remains il- 
legal under federal law even as Colorado 
and Washington state have been given 


the go-ahead to experiment with legal- 
ization. 

“In 2016 we’re going to push the ball 
forward in several states until we end pro- 
hibition,” Leland Berger, a Portland, Ore., 
attorney who helped write the law, told 
Reuters. 

Meanwhile, a proposed constitutional 
amendment to make Florida the 24th 
state and the first in the South to allow 
medical marijuana was defeated after 
falling short of the 60 percent support 
needed to pass, according to groups both 
for and against the measure. 

In Maine, a proposal to legalize the 
possession of small amounts of recre- 
ational marijuana failed in Lewiston 
and passed in South Portland, advocacy 
groups said. In Guam, unofficial results 
indicated it became the first U.S. terri- 
tory to approve medical marijuana, an 
election official there said.

Court: Missouri same-sex

Missouri’s ban on same-sex marriage is un- 
constitutional, a St. Louis circuit judge ruled 
Wednesday. The decision comes a day after a 
federal judge decided that neighboring Kansas 
also was violating the Constitution by refusing to 
allow same-sex marriages. And it adds momen- 
tum to sweeping changes taking place across 
the country that allow same-sex couples to mar- 
ry in more than 30 states. 


New famiiy of maiware can affect 
Appie devices, operating systems 

Cyber security software maker Palo Alto 
Networks said it discovered a new family of 
malware affecting Apple’s OS X desktop and iOS 
mobile operating systems. Dubbed WireLurker, 
the malware can install third-party applications 
on non-jailbroken iOS devices and can attack iOS 
devices through OS X via USB devices, the com- 
pany said.

Through trial and error, Vaughan got a feel 
for the type of jobs she enjoyed— and the ones 
she’d never do again. She once answered an ad 
from a popular online photographer who was 
in Chicago for a bikini shoot. 

“The ones you have to watch out for in 
your Craigslist days are the ‘bikini shoots,’ ” 
Vaughan said. “There’s this weird place in 
photography where it’s not adult, but they’re 
really walking the line. It was more of a cir- 
cus. I remember thinking, ‘I might see this on 
Cinemax later.’ ” 

She didn’t just experiment on her clients— 


Vaughan used her own face as a canvas too. 
After trying out new techniques and prod- 
ucts, a 20 -something Vaughan would head to 
a nearby Jewel-O SCO to test out the look. 

“I must have looked like straight-up hooker 
or the world’s worst drag queen,” she said. 
“Part of my thinking was, ‘What does this 
look like in daylight? What does this look like 
in flo rescent lighting? And how do other peo- 
ple react when they see me like that?’ ” 

That technique translates to her work to- 
day During consultations, she’ll often direct 
clients to different areas of her West Town 
studio space, showing them what the makeup 
looks Hke in direct sunlight and dim Lighting. 
She’ll even snap a photo or two to give brides 
a preview of how they’ll look in the inevitable 
flood of Instagram posts from their big day 
“That idea started from being a kid who

affectionately calls her “Craigslist days”). 

At the suggestion of a photographer friend, 
Vaughan eventually transitioned into bridal 
beauty— but not without hesitation. 

‘A lot of makeup artists avoid it because 
of the bridezillas,” said Vaughan, laughing. 
“They’re just terrified of getting someone 
who yells at them and is mean to them.” 

Bride after bride proved the stereotype 
false. Vaughan said she found the opposite to 
be true— her clients were happy and excited, 
and she fell in love with being part of the big 
day 

Today, with a team of eight makeup artists 
and hairstylists, Vaughan manages her own 
full-service bridal beauty company She prides 
herself on selecting employees and clientele 
who align with her aesthetic. 

“Nika genuinely cares about making people 


around her happy— clients and her staff,” said 
Jen Brown, who has worked on Vaughan’s 
team for two years. “She puts a lot of love and 
effort into her business and what she’s doing. 
She thinks about everything in a really well- 
rounded way a quality that not many people 
have.” 

To this day the best piece of professional 
advice Vaughan’s ever received came from 
Jeremy Lawson, a friend and local wedding 
photographer. 

“He told me to attract the type of client I 
wanted to work with,” Vaughan said. “Don’t 
be afraid about discouraging a certain type 
of client. %u don’t want to be available to all 
people.” 

Vaughan’s type is one part quirky and two 
parts refined. She has carefully curated Pin- 
terest boards and a one-of-a-kind dress that 


she hunted down at an obscure boutique. She 
wants to look natural, but isn’t afraid to hand 
over the reins. 

Through bridal work, Vaughan found a 
niche in her own market. She realized many 
of her brides hadn’t thought about touching 
up their makeup throughout the day 

“I have brides who tell me they’re touching 
up with Burt’s Bees wax,” Vaughan said. 

That’s where she got the idea to create her 
own lip line— a concise selection of lipsticks 
and glosses — that she gives to brides and 
event clients for day-of touch-ups. Vaughan 
has a heavy hand in the formulation, colors 
and even names. Her favorite is Prosecco, a 
your-lips-but-better nude that has a creamy 
matte formula. 

“I enjoy it way more than I thought I 
would,” she said. “With an art background, it’s

kind of cool— you’re making your own mate- 
rials.

When asked about her own beauty routine, 
the busy mom laughed. 

“When Pm not potty training toddlers, 
I try to be ravishing,” Vaughan said. “Pm re- 
ally low-maintenance. I do so much makeup 
on other people that I can do my own in five 
minutes in a cab.”

Can Ciao Bella’s pizza rise above Its strip-mall location?

FOR REDEYE 

Despite their reputation for suburban bland- 
ness, strip malls in Chicago have managed to 
yield a handful of culinary gems. High-end 
dining destinations such as Goosefoot and 
Elizabeth make their home in mini-malls. 
Chef Bill Kim’s Urban Belly was born in a 
humble Avondale shopping complex. One of 
my favorite Filipino restaurants in the city, 
Isla Pilipina, is sandwiched between a Little 
Caesars and a convenience store in a plaza on 
the edge of Lincoln Square. When I heard 
Ciao Bella, a new wood-fired pizza parlor 
recently opened in an Albany Park strip mall, 
I stopped in to see if it would be a red sauce 
reverie or a Neapolitan nightmare. 

The pizzaiolo: Prior to opening Ciao Bella, 
Meme Allam worked for approximately 
25 years as a pizza-maker in Milan, Italy Here 
in Chicago, he’s a one-man band tossing and 
stretching dough, furiously topping pizzas, 
stoking the wood-burning oven (imported 
from Italy) with logs and flipping pies in and 
out of that blistering inferno with his long- 
handled peel. Though he works feverishly, 
Allam is as joyful as a kid at Disney World. 

The service: While friendly and responsive, 
my server struggled with English 
and had a hard time understand- 
ing my order, most of which 
was accomplished by pointing 
directly to menu items. When 
one of my friends asked for 
a glass of water, the server 
brought out bottled water 
($1.50) without mentioning that 
they didn’t serve free tap water. Some 
of my friends arrived 15 minutes before me 
and while they waited, Allam served them a 
marinara pizza topped with tomato sauce, 
garlic, basil and olive oil, on the house ($5.95). 
(I made no reservation and the staff did not 
know who I was — this was just a nice exten- 
sion of hospitality) 

The crust: The crust featured a satisfying 
chew and a good bit of char. The edge of the 
crust was a touch too thin for my liking, but 
I enjoyed the overall airiness of the dough. 
“We have some secret techniques that make 
our pizza super-light,” owner Eddy Allam 
said. 

The sauce: The marinara sauce was sweet, 
peppery and zesty While the sauce was 
punchy its flavor didn’t overwhelm the 
flavors of the cheese and toppings. However, 
the sauce, especially at inner edge of the pie. 


was unpleasantly thick and pasty I’m not one 
of those people who leaves pizza crust on the 
plate, but because of this, I didn’t eat most of 
the outer edges on any of the pizzas. 

The toppings: Of the 31 different flavor com- 
binations on offer, my favorite was a simple 
Bresaola pie ($12.95) topped with a slather of 
olive oil, a gooey layer of mozzarella, a spritz 
of lemon and thin rosy-colored shavings of 
beef I also dug the Bismark ($12.95), featur- 
ing crispy slices of ham and a runny sunny- 
side up egg. The rich yolk and the salty ham 
reminded me of a hearty country breakfast. 

I tried to order the frutti di mare, a mixed 
seafood pizza, but the restaurant only had 
shrimp, so the server directed me to the 
gamberetti e zucchini (shrimp and zucchini, 
$13.95) pizza. The tiny shrimp were mushy 
and bland (a few with their crispy tails at- 
tached), but the zucchini was plump, smoky 
and sweet. I grilled a lot of zucchini from my 
own backyard garden this summer and none 
of it was this flavorful. 

The sweets: I went for the dessert calzone 
($7.95) and was rewarded with a doughy 
delight slathered with Nutella and ribbons 
of whipped cream. The football-shaped 
presentation was so breathtaking, a diner 
at another table exclaimed “Bravo!” 
when it emerged from the kitchen. 
Though the calzone was made with 
the same crust as the pizza, when 
served as a dessert, it tasted al- 
most pastry-like. The Nutella and 
cream melted into a sweet pool of 
hazelnutty pudding. 

The scene: The dining room was spar- 
tan and bordered on off-putting. Though 
the restaurant just opened, the chair rails 
were scratched, some of the ceiling tiles 
were sagging, a few of the vinyl stools were 
pockmarked and torn, and the red paint job 
looked sloppy If I lived nearby I might stick 
to delivery, which they offer to addresses 
within a 3-mile radius. 

The bottom line: If you live in Albany Park 
or nearby Mayfair and you’re looking for an 
alternative to the classic thin-crust served 
at Marie’s Pizza and Liquors — and you don’t 
want to schlep to Pizzeria Da Nella and Stella 
Barra in Lincoln Park or NeUcote and Pizza 
East in the West Loop — Ciao Bella makes a 
wood-fired Neapolitan-style pie, that while 
not quite destination-worthy is above average.

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Lincoln Park gets a 
new pizza option in Elio

For all its proximity to the appetites of 
DePaul students, it’s amazing how few pizza 
joints line a particular stretch of Lincoln 
Avenue in Lincoln Park. (OK, there’s 
a Domino’s, sorry) So it seems 
Elio Pizza on Fire, the second 
outpost of a family-run wood- 
fire pizzeria that originated in 
west-suburban Addison, has 
its market all locked up. 

But it’s not the hordes of 
students who chef/co-owner Elio 
Bartolotta, a native of Palermo, 

Italy, was after when he settled in the 
’hood— it’s the history “Our building is 
120 years old,” he said. “Basically we tried to 
choose an old-style location, because, like 
I say, our product is coming from the old 
world.” That means pizzas ($9. 75- $16.25), 
bruschetta ($6.8o-$9.8o) and other menu 
items are made with ingredients sourced 
directly from Italy 


SLICE 

After nearly being lured in, straight off the 
sidewalk, by a skinny sample slice the restau- 
rant was handing out to draw new customers, 
I stopped by on a recent weeknight to see if 
I’d find a true Italian experience. 

The crust 


The sauce 

Elio’s red sauce, made with fresh San 
Marzano plum tomatoes and found on our 
Hawaiian pizza, is definitely on the sweeter 
side. My date and I were divided on this one; 
I found the flavor pleasantly tangy while he 
thought it was overwhelmingly saccharine. 
More for me. However, we agreed that the 


Rucolina, featuring only extra-virgin olive 
oil beneath its cheese, needed garlic, black 
pepper or another burst of flavor to elevate it 
from bland. 

The toppings 

Though Elio’s pies come in a multitude of fla- 
vors, there’s no create-your-own option— just 
trust that the chef knows best here. My date 
and I chose the Rucolina ($12.05), topped 
with prosciutto parma, mozzarella and a 
veritable garden’s worth of arugula; and the 
American-pleasing Hawaiian ($11.77), whose 
super-sweet pineapple played nicely off the 
salty ham. 

Other stuff 

Elio serves a selection of traditional salads, 
including a delicious caesar ($7.25) whose 
dressing clearly had been made moments 
before arriving at the table. Also on deck: 
bruschetta, antipasti, calzones, focaccia and, 
one non-Italian selection, crepes. (Though 
Bartolotta did make a point of noting that 
Nutella is Italian.) 


The service 

Our server was warm and friendly and Bar- 
tolotta himself dropped by the table to see 
how we’d enjoyed our experience. A surprise 
Nutella crepe was a tasty touch. 

The scene 

To be honest, it was kind of... dead. At first 
glance, the restaurant seems more set up for 
take-out service, and only two other tables 
were occupied. The interior was cozy though, 
with fake flaming sconces on the warm 
brown walls and an episode of “Parenthood” 
on the TV Gotta catch up somehow 

The bottom line 

In the future. I’ll lean toward Elio’s more 
traditional options like the margherita 
($10.75) and Biancaneve ($9.75); the white 
pizza I tasted especially needed more punch. 
Pies are large enough for two people to share, 
meaning this is a solid option for a low-cost 
night in if you live in the neighborhood.

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Jake Gyllenhaal relishes eeriness of ‘Nightcrawler*

“I didn’t come to Washington, D.C., to talk,” 
said Jake Gyllenhaal, before plunging into a 
crowd of camera phone-wielding college stu- 
dents still gobsmacked by the actor’s surprise 
appearance last month at a late-night screen- 
ing of “Nightcrawler.” “1 came to Washington, 
D.C., to take some pictures and selfies and 
[bleep}.” 

Gyllenhaal proved true to his word, offer- 
ing the crowd only a single rhetorical ques- 
tion before handing off the microphone. 
“How [bleeped] up do you feel, on a scale of 
I to lo?” he asked those who had just seen the 
movie, which features his disturbing yet much 
buzzed-about performance as a sociopathic 
freelance TV news cameraman. “Ten would 
make me so happy if we really [bleeped] you 
up.” 

According Gyllenhaal and writer-director 
Dan Gilroy Gyllenhaal’s character of Lou 
Bloom is troubling, and not just because he’s 
a dangerously deranged freak who veers into 
volatile behavior that Gyllenhaal calls both 
“ethically and morally unsound.” 


“We all have a part of Lou in us,” said Gyl- 
lenhaal, 33. 

“We always talked about the film as a kind 
of success story” Gilroy said. “I feel that if you 
came back in 10 years, Lou would be running a 
major multinational corporation. I mean that 
seriously All the behavior that he does and ex- 
hibits in that world would serve him extraor- 
dinarily well in the boardroom.” 

Gyllenhaal agrees. “I think that’s where 
people walk out feeling a bit disturbed.” If 
the movie registers a 10 on the “[bleeped] up” 
scale, Gyllenhaal argues, it isn’t because Lou is 
a monster, but because he’s an ordinary man. 

A man who looks a lot like, well, Jake Gyl- 
lenhaal. “There’s no way of me not being like 
him,” he said. “He’s my skin and, in a weird 
way I’m his.” 

The actor has been on a dark-movie kick 
in recent years, with edgy turns in “End of 
Watch,” “Enemy” and “Prisoners.” His “Night- 
crawler” performance, which calls for a mix of 
predatory behavior and Machiavellian charm, 
is delivered with an intensity that led to the ac- 
tor slicing open his hand in an accident involv- 


ing a broken mirror and a trip to the hospital. 
That scene is only one of many that reveal a 
surprising reservoir of darkness and ambition 
that is not just creepy but strangely relatable. 

“Expectations are a wonderful thing to dis- 
turb,” the actor said. “I think that’s essentially 
what’s fascinating about the Jenga game of 


performances over a career,” he said. “Inten- 
tions change. If you listen to your own mind 
enough, and if you’re not afraid to go into 
darker spaces in that mind that you’ve been 
given, then I think that you can illuminate 
some things about yourself And then also, I 
think, hopefully help the story”
